Army of Boxers Routed. 


Tien Tsin, Aug; 25—[Special Cable- 


gram]—A force made up of English, 
Americana and Japanese attacked and 
routed an army of Jboxers west of here 
on Aug. 20, killing three hundred. 


It now appears that the reason the 


British troops entered Pekin so easily 
•was because the whole garrison concen- 
trated to repel the American attack.

Body of Von Ketteler Burled. 


Berlin, Aug..25.—A Pekin dispatch to 


the Lobtii Anzeiger says the body of 
Baron von Ketteler, the German minis- 
ter who was killed by the Chinese, has 
fceen found in a cemetery near the place 
where he was assassinated. It was found 
on examination that his death was caus- 
ed by a bullet in the head.

was reinterred in a Christian cemetery 
today: 


Dr. Bachmann of Shanghai asserts in 


the Gegenwart that Emperor Kwaog 
Hsu suffers from cancer of the 
throat, 


and that he is unable to reign. The 
same view is taken by Dr. Sheng Lian 
Feng, both of whom have examined the 
Emperor. 


Killed all of the Prisoners. 


A number of papers publish letters 


from German soldiers now in China, 
One of these epistles, appearing in an 
Elberfeld journal', says that the German 
troops during the fights at Tien-Tain 
killed all the Chinese prisoners, but that 
-the Russians murdereJ everybody, th« 
women and children being bayonetted. 


The Crefeld Zeitung has a letter say- 


t ing that the Russians and 
Japanese 


assassinate all Chinese whom they en- 
counter.

If the powers decide that it shall bp

It was to be a con- 
stitutional argument, a aiasterly defense 
of the p.ower of the congre'ss. to do 
what the republican majority wanted to 
do. Everyone knew that Spooner, the 
little giant from Wisconsin, was just the 
man for the task. 


He is eloquent, learned, courageous, 


powerful. 
But 
Spooner was in • poor 


health. It was feared he might not be 
able to deliver his speech—for a speech 
by Spooner is no parlor game, no polite 
and platitudinous perusal of a neatly 
typewritten sheaf. 


It is something hot from the heart 


and brain, impromptu, glowing, often 
interrupted—a debate rather than a dec- 
lamation, a battle instead of a dress 
parade. 
For a Spooner speech Spooner 


needed to be himself; but the morning 
of the appointed day he was ill. 


"Doctor," said he sto Magruder, M. 


D., "give me something to brace me 
up." 


"What time do you come on?'' 
"Well, Senator Bate' is 
first-he'll 


take an hour or more; then comes Depew 
—he'll need forty minutes, no less, no 
more, for all his speeches are nicely re- 
hearsed before a [.mirror, and they come 
through on schedule time like a New 
York Central train. Then I come in; 
oh, I forgot Senator Cullom has a few 
minutes after Depew." 


"Here are three pills," said Dr. Ma- 


gruder: -'take one of them for Bate, one 
of them for 
Chauncey—you needn't 


take one for Cullum— and you take the 
third when you are about half 
wav 


through." 


Senator Spooner followed the doctor's 


directions. Whec he went into the sen- 
ate chamber he felt so badly he could 
hardly hold his head up.

made him feel like a new man. He had 
not been on his feet thirty minutes' till 
he knew he'waa all right.

This is the commission which was re- 


ferred to in these dispatches some days 
ago, and which the presid«nt has had 
under consideration for some time. The 
questions which will come before this 
commission, if the critical situation as- 
sumes a more peaceful phase, will be as 
to who is the government in China 
what indemnity shall be exacted, how it 
shall be collected, and other questions 
which will naturally arise.

THE NEW FALL HATS. 


Those are for the most part of the 
inner wing feathers of our commonest 
fowls, with some of the burnished out- 
er cues, all arranged so they resemble 
other birds. Some of tho brightest ol! 
the colored plumes from the necks aud 
tails oC the pretty little bautains are 
employed In making the cashmere anil 
Tcrsiaii effects in some of the turbans1 


>nnd also the long amazons. 


These are made so that they resemble 


the shape of the most expensive os- 
trich plumes, and the ends are excep- 
tionally rich and fall. They are to be 
mingled with the. new craped silks, 
which are known as drop tie nippur. 
This has the craped design across the 
otuli', and when it is made into trim- 
ming the material is cut bias, aud more 
prettj' fancies are developed with this- 
••than I can remember oC ever seeing' in 
anything else. It comes in every c-oloiv 
and tint in the colors of the season, 
and these are many, so many that'no 
one could toll of them all. But the 
most effective of them arc; the drab, 
light brown aud the white aud cream. 
All of the others are handsome, but 
these are particularly fine in these 
Care Gazette, 


shades. Rosettes, flowers and uo eud 
of rich folds and twists'.are mar^e of 
these goods, and draperies are seen oa 
fully half the millinery all made of 
this. It seems to be as well adapted for 
twisting around the crowns of the ev- 
eryday felts as for the dainty and del- 
icate evening bonnet. 


Besides this there is polka dotted vel- 


vet and crape;.also surah. Oue special- 
ty in the new millinery is the quautity 
of felt to be used as trimming. This is 
cut into strips and braided in with 
satin straw or in some cases with 
chenille in a shade or two darker or of 
contrasting color. 
This is very rich. 


The braid thus made is about an inch 
or a little more in width. It is used to 
border wide strips of felt cut lilJc rib- 
bon and used as such to trim the hats. 


All bows and loops and draperies are 


very wide. There was a piece !of drab 
felt about ten inches wkle, and this 
was bordered with narrow bauds of 
beaver fur. Others in black have bind- 
ings of astrakhan, and other close furs 
are used. 
Braided ^tam crowns with 


band trimming will be a feature for 
young ladies. The great mob cap shapes 
are more exaggerated than ever, even 
in the old days. The crown pieces are 
embroidered in gold thread and bead- 
ed; also covered with spangles. 


The newest trimming ribbon is at 


'least 18 inches wide and has a luster 
entirely novel. It is obtained by weav- 
ing two distinct shades of the same 
color in it. This is then woven some- 
what like surah, but it has the crisp 
sheen of taffeta, while it is much softer 
and more pleasing when'draped and 
cruslied. One piece in coral pink and 
garnet was rich, and oue blue, where 
mazariu and cadet or Yale were the 
shades, was very handsome. 


The old cheuey ribbons are revived 


in such 
quality and degree of art in 


design as to make one understand bow 
Beecher used to buy pieces just to look 
at. All the trimming ribbons are un- 
usually wide. Black and white striped 
ribbon in quite a variety is seen, but 
not so wide, as they arc designed more 
for trimming dresses than millinery. 


Of flowers there are none for mil- 


linery purposes whatever and no fruit, 
but there are some things made of 
feathers and of silk and crape with 
chenille, which is, by the way, to be 
used to 'a greater extent than ever as 
combinations in trimming, aud these 
things are supposed to represent flow- 
ers, and they are six and eight inches 
In diameter, and they all have a frost- 
ing of some kind along each edge. 
Brown and blue roses and all sorts of 
colors to represent overgrown liolly-

USING DYNAMITE 


- TO KILL THE FISH 


Parties Operating in an Unlawful Way 


. in Rock River Should be Looked 


': 
' - After Sharp: 


A number of complaints have been 


made of late that parties residing along 
the river north of the city are using 
dynamite to kill the fish in the river. 
People camping alon^. the river say it is 
a nightly occurrence. 
• The dynamite is placed in the bed of 
the river and exploded, it not only ^kills 
the fish in the immediate vicinity but 
the.concussion blinds a large number 
that are not in the killing radius of the 
charge. 


There is no way that the fishing in 


the river can be sooner destroyed 
and 


the game warden should make an 
effort 


to catch the guilty parties who, if con- 
victed, should be given the limit of the 
law. 


This is not the first time' that com- 


plaints have been made in regard to 
this practice as it has been carried on 
for a number of years by parties who 
seek an easy means of obtaining Ssh for 
the city marker.

.."Two caribou at one shot is the kind 
Cf a. story to ;whica the uninitiated 
'yrbuld give the smile audible, and 
which would be pretty hard tor the ex- 
pert hunter and story-teller to. beat. 
But it Is. true, nevertheless, and the 
man who fired .the shot and bagged 
tie two caribou is "Walter J. Swett. a 
Maine guide, now in New Bradford on 
a; visit to Michael Shea. ."It was a 
' najimber of years ago," said Mr. Swett, 


"one morning when I was out still- 
hunting I found the tracks of some 
caribou, leading up over -a ridge, and 
after cruising around awhile I caught 
Bight of them. There were six o£ them 
standing together under a little clump 
of trees. I stopped to see which way 
th'e wind was, so they 'wouldn't get 
scent of me, and then began to creep 
up on them. I got a good place behind 
some bushes and sat there waiting for 
a ' shot. Just then 
one of them 


stretched his neck out a little, giving 
me. a fine chance at him. I let go,' 
and the bullet went straight through 
iis head and into the. heart of another 
right behind him, killing them both. 
The other four didn't get away, either, 
tor I dropped every one of them before 
they had got twenty rods from 
the 


place where I first saw -them. That's 
a pretty unusual thing, killing two 
caribou at one shot, although you often 
hear of a man's getting two deer that 
way; but I must say that one of the 
guides I knew told me a story that 
beat this one. He said he was out one 
day when he" struck a herd of nine 
caribou standing on the ice. He only 
Intended to shoot one of them — that 
..•was all he wanted— so he picked out 
.the best shot and flred. He was pretty 
sure he had struck it, but the caribou 
[didn't seem to be wounded and walked 
away until he was hid from view be- 
hind a bunch of trees. ,My friend had 
a magazine rifle, holding nine cart- 
ridges, so he didn't- lose any time in 
firing at the next one. Strange to say, 
lie apparently missed this time, and 
the caribou walked away just like the 
first one. Then he tried for the third, 
and so on up to the ninth and last 
one. Each time he seemed to miss and 
each time the caribou disappeared be- 
hind the trees.' Thinking there was 
something funny about it he went out 


. to look, and — well, he found the whole 


nine of them stretched out on the ice 
dead. He had hit everyone, but they 
had been able to walk far enough to 
get out of sight behind. ttiose trees be-
